At the same time, they 
committed League support for FCC efforts to implement electronic 
filing of license/upgrade applications. 


>2) How close the vote? Was the vote because of computer 
>security/interoperability issues (plenty apply)? 


I don't know the vote. Presumably the decision was based on the 
potential for abuse, but I don't know the specifics of the discussion. 


>3) What plans does the League have for reducing the exam-to-transmit delay? 


For one thing, to work with the FCC to get electronic filing implemented. 
That should reduce the delays all along the processing path. (I've not 
heard any specific estimates.) 


>4) If the directors believe there is no grass roots interest in this 
>pressing issue, please register this electronic vote in disagreement. 


I very much doubt that they believe there is a lack of interest!

May I humbly suggest a possibly less confusing (and position-independent) 
way of counting? 


1) All dots, whether in the middle or the tail of a character, 
count as 2 units. 


2) All dashes, whether in the middle or the tail of a character, 
count as 4 units. 


3) Each character, including the last character of a word, count 
as 2 units (the extra 1 unit already accounted for by the trailing 
dot or dash), 


4) Each word count as 4 units (the trailing character of a word 
has taken care of the extra 2 units). 


Ergo: 


Count all the dots in the text, multiply by 2; 
Count all the dashes, multiply by 4; 

Count the number of characters, multiply by 2; 
Count the number of words, multiply by 4. 

Sum. 


For example, HS1A => 9 dots, 5 dashes, 4 characters, 1 word => 
9x2 + 5x4 + 4x2 + 1x4 = 50. (Doesn't pay to be a king, eh? :-). 


BTW, the above algorithm is another confirmation of David's statement 
that all words must yield even units of a dot time.

My objection to that format is that it would require on-line tracking to 
ensure there was no contention for already issued calls. Also, if it is 
to be a temporary callsign (my assumption - everything must be temporary 
until the FCC gets directly into the process) then you would use up a 
potentially effective (permanent) callsign for a temporary one. Now take 
that same format, but then make it 3 alpha characters before the number 
and that problem goes away, but you still have duplicates within the 
numbered zone. I prefer a completely different format for temporary 
calls to avoid possible duplication/callsign contention and without having 
to access an on-line database. There are lots of problems with that. 

We could have several KNIDLC's (your temporary call, but also Donald Lawrence 


Collins) at one time.

Well I think you missed the point here! (And the scenario that was deleted 
from the above.) Presumably if you are a Ham it is because you apreciate 
talking to hams and using ham privelidges more than CB. I know that hams 
generally 

look down on CB, and often justifiably so given all the crap that goes on there, 
However there clearly are situations where you might still want to be able to 
use CB, for example I gave the scenario where you are traveling cross country 
with other family members or friends who do not have ham licences. They 

talk to each other with CB equipment. If you want to join in legaly you have 
to have two radios. I think that is silly! I would only want to be able to 
use the privelige for a couple of days a year. 


Clearly if you come upon a situation where human life or property is in danger 
you are allowed to use your TS-50 as a CB to contact CBers. I don't think 
it should have to come to that. 


Hams are often allowed secondary priveledges in other bands. Sure there are 
details that would have to be hammered out, like power limits etc., but it could 
be done without disrupting the CB band.
